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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks page 2, filed 30 October 2009, with respect 
to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-10 and 16-18 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive to the newly assigned examiner. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection is made in view of Kenji et al. (JP02-298010) already of record as cited by the 
applicant in the IDS dated 9 January 2006. 

Interview Summary 

The examiner contacted the applicant's representative, Yan Lan, on 10 
December 2009 and again on 22 December 2009 regarding withdrawing the final office 
action dated 30 June 2009 and sending a new non-final office action. On 10 December 
2009 the examiner also explained to the applicant's representative that it was unclear 
as to the applicant's intended scope of the jig, specifically as to whether or not the 
structure of the jig is to require a semiconductor layer, two or more electric conductors 
or a dielectric layer. The applicant's representative stated that it was the applicant's 
intention that the two or more electric conductors and dielectric layer be part of the 
scope of the jig structure. The examiner also explained that unless the language was 
amended to clearly and positively recite that the structure of the jig itself comprises or 
requires those elements, they are treated as part of the intended use language and that 
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the language used to define the jig being claimed does not appear to require that the jig 
comprises capacitors, a semiconductor layer, two or more electric conductors or a 
dielectric layer. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

This office acknowledges receipt of the following items from the applicant: 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on 15 October 2009. The references cited 
on the PTOL 1449 form have been considered. The application contains a foreign NPL 
document appears to be a Japanese Office Action submitted on 15 October 2009 that is 
not cited on any IDS nor has any portion of the document been translated in the English 
language and therefore has not been considered.

Claim Objections 

Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 2 recites the 
limitation "each connection terminal". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-10, 16, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Referring to Claims 1 and 2, as explained in the interview summary it is unclear 
as to whether or not "a semiconductor layer", "two or more electric conductors" and 
"dielectric layer" are actually intended to be part of the jig structure or not of Claims 1 
and 2. As such the scope of the claims is indefinite. 

Claim 16 is improper as being dependent on cancelled claim 1 1 . Claim 16 is 
drawn to a capacitor which is a structurally independent and distinct from a jig. The 
patentability of a capacitor structure is independent and distinct from either the method 
used to create the capacitor or the apparatus used to create the capacitor. The 
capacitor can be created with an apparatus jig that does not have current ejection-type 
constant current sources for example. Claim 16 is unclear as it depends from cancelled 
claim 11. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 4 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Kenji(JP02-298010). 

As insofar as Claim 1 is definite, Kenji teaches, in Fig. 2 and 3 for example, a jig 
for producing capacitors, the jig comprising two or more current ejection-type constant 
current sources (8) each having an output electrically connected in series with a 
connection terminal (shown between each constant current source and each resistor; 
Fig. 3). The manner in which the claim language is written does not require the 
structure of the jig to comprise capacitors, a semiconductor layer, two or more electric 
conductors or a dielectric layer. The claim recites intended use language "for producing 
capacitors, which is used for forming a semiconductor layer by means of energization 
on two or more electric conductors each having formed on the surface thereof a 
dielectric layer" and "for the electric conductor". 

Referring to Claim 4, Kenji further teaches wherein the connection terminal for 
the electric conductor and the output of the current ejection-type constant current 
source are electrically connected through a cable shown in Fig. 2 and 3. 

Referring to Claim 17, Kenji further teaches wherein individual ones of the 
current ejection-type constant current sources pass a predetermined constant current 
through respective ones of the electric conductors to which they are electrically 
connected. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 6-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims and also rewritten to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and 
to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 2, 5, 10 and 18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
